SAVE WHEN A MAN 
IS IN CHARGE. 


T a sitting of the “Free State Civil 
A Servic? Commission yesterday—Mr. J. 
Brennan prestding—Mr. H, P. Boland, 
Assistant Sectfetary to the Ministry of 
Finance, stated that no woman, so far as 
he knew, had been rejected after Sr vg 
The total wumber o women Civil servants 
was 4,597. In the industrial classes 67 out 
of a total of 2,996 employed were womén. 
Women civil servants had not a separate 
association. Gratuities to women on mar- 
riage, he said, only began to operate in 
1925, Since then most of the women would 
only have one year’s recruitment eligibility 
for the marriage gratuity. The women who 
retired in 1927 numbered 42; in 1928, 50; 
in 1929, 50; in 1930, 57; and in 1931, 71. 

Mrs. Kettle (Commissioner) said that it was 
a strange thing that women were not allowed 
to do night work or overtime, considering 
that. in the Dublin Union and in hospitals 
they did so. 

Mr. Boland said that ir the Dail women 
did work at night. The teith howéver, 
was that it was not des‘rable to have women 
on night work. There had been an extension 
of female labour because women were coming 
forward and succeeding in the examinations. 
Reports from the various departments were 
always favourable as to the efficiency of 
women in their work. 

Referring to the employment of’ men and 
women in the samc office, Mr. Boland said 
that they were getting away from a definite 
policy of segregating men and women. They 
told that where men and women 


people, they did not get as much work from 
the men as the women. His personal view 
was that men in charge of women did not 
get the work done as well as women in 
charge of women. 

Senator Johnson—The women are better 
slave-drivers. 

Mr. Boland said that men felt that they 
were not competent to dealt with women, 
and there were other considerations. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Boland 
said that Irish was compulsory in the open 
competitive examinations, and in the case of 
some promotions. fFrtish had not been set 
down in any Statute passed by the Oireachtas, 
and there was no prescription m law that 
the test should be imposed. There were no 
regulations in the Civil Service Act with 
regard to it. It“ was due te the policy of 
the Government ard to the expressed desire 
of the Minister for Finance that, in dealing 
with appointments, preferenco should be 
given to Irish. 

The Commission adjourned till Thursday 
next.

Treacle Groubles. 


A friend who usually spends his 
summer holidays in Donegal tells me that 
this year he was unable to obtain any of 
the excellent treacle cake which had been 
one of the attractions at the farmhouse 
where he stayed. On making inquiries he 
was informed that a permit was required 
for the purchase of treacle, and the house- 
wife did not consider this consonant with 
her dignity. It appears that the syrup 
has been used for purposes which do not 
meet with the approval of the authorities. 

The term ‘“‘treacle.’’ applied to the 
non-crystallisable syrup which is left after 
the manufacture of sugar, has an un- 
usual origin. It is a corruption of the 
word theriaca (Greck: therion, a wild 
beast), a drug with many ingredients, 
which was formerly supposed to cure the 
stings of venomous reptiles, and is said ‘to 
have resembled the syrup of molasses. It 
is also interesting to note that, among the 
various editions of the Holy Scriptures, 
the .volume produced by Archbishop 
Parker in 1568 is usually called the 
““'Preac]e ” Bible owing to the well-known 
phrase which occurs in Jeremiah VIII. 22, 
having been quaintly rendered: “ Is there 
no tryacle in Gilead ?”’ 


Ducks and ‘Drakes. 


While staying at a farmhouse in the 
country recently (writes a correspondent), 
I found my morning slumbcr seriously 
interrupted by the early habits of the 
poultry ‘world. Ina few days I became 
more or less accustomed to the crowing 
and the cackling, although I ‘was still dis- 
turbed by the quacking of the ducks, 
which seemed to be considerably overdone.

By association of 
ideas, when I saw this epitaph, I recalled 
another ingenious effort of the epi- 
graphist’s art. In a certain English grave- 
yard the epitaph reads “ A good woman 
is 5/- to her husband.’’ Now this is very 
cryptic, but resolves itself when one con- 
siders the implication of the fact that 
there 1s room but for one line at this level 
on the stone. The mason was faced with 
the problem of fitting in the statement 
that ‘‘ A good. woman is a crown to her 
husband ”' after beginning his lettering on 
an over-generous standard of size.

WHERE CINEMA SCORES. 


It is only when the stage becomes highly 
commercialised, as in London or in any other 
very large town, that the cinema can be a 
really serious rival. In London the inflated 
rents and the high cost of production (to say 
nothing of salaries) mean that a play must be 
assured of a long run in order that it shall 
not lose money. In consequence the London 
theatre is almost confined to plays of wide 
popular appeal and inferior value. When it 
comes to providing this class of entertainment 
the cinema can beat the stage every time, 
and, in sp.te of Mr. Cochran’s optimism, one 
feels inclined to believe that the theatrical 
slump in London will set in again before long.

On the con , mere benefaction is but 
an act, the object of which is to succour a 
fellow-man. n itself a benefaction is a 
good act, but it may ‘be only a natural act. 
It may not be a truly charitable act—pro- 
ceed, that is, froma s atural principle 
of action. Hence, spanking last Sunday to 
Catholics, I, too, had enumerated a list of 
benefactions, but only te plead that the 
spirit of Christian charity should be their 
only mainspring. May I again quote 
my own words? ‘It wotild seem as if God 
had reserved it to our own age to show forth 
this new wonder of the charity of Christ. 
At a time when men were casting off the 
sweet yoke of Jesus Christ, a saintly layman 
was urged by God to group his fellow laymen 
in a society of Divine charity. Under the 
Church’s guidance the tiny group has grown 
into a vast, ordered multitude of men, whose 
first endeavour is to be each another Christ, 
in personal holiness, and then to abroad, 
like our Divine Master, doing good. But it 
is not the distributien of their money to the 
poor, nor even their personal visits, nor any, 
nor all, of the multitude of charitable works 
of this Society that we most admire; it is 
rather their spirit that calls for wonder and 
gratitude and imitation. Where at all shall 
we find the explanation of the spirit of this 
Society? It is not to be sought in any 
human advantage of the members, nor in 
any reputation, nor even in the comfort of 
well-doing. There is only one source of ex- 
planation—the Wounded Heart of Jesus 
Christ upon the Gross. - Christ Crucified is 
the fountain of true charity.” I should 
like to remind the Canon of the text in St. 
Paul: “If I should distribute all my goods 
to feed the r, and if I should deliver my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it 
profiteth me nothing.” (I Cor, xiii, 3). 

For the second point: the spirit of Pro- 
testantism does not find full expression in 
all Protestants. bh have never denied that 
Protestants may perform bénefactions. In 
fact, I have very often experienced great 
kindness Ait the hands of Protestants. 
Neither do Í deny that. Divine charity may 
be found in this or that Protestant. It is 
no part of Catholic teaching to hold that 
Protestants are necessarily devoid of Divine 
charity. But I did assert in my sermon, 
and do now again assert; that the spirit of 
Protestantism, which has rent. the Mystical 
Body of Christ,» which has taught gross in- 
dividualism of dogma and morality, is in- 
compatible with true—that is, supernatural— 
charity, the charity of Christ 

The Canon’s last paragraph is not pleasant. 
“ Misrepresentation “” is an unfair word, in 
the mouth of one who has failed so signally 
to grasp my meaning. I deprecate the com- 


VALUE OF DISCIPLINE. 

"“ Discipline,” he proceeded, “is one of 
those words the teaching of whose meaning 
and power is at the present time and in most 
departments of life among our pressing needs. 
We live in an undisciplined age. The bonds 
of self-control hang loose. It is a radical 
mistake to think that the true power of dis- 
cipline resides in e.ther the State or the 
schoolmaster. That is not so. The true foun- 
dation of national discipline is laid in the 
homes of the people, and until reformation 
begins there, where State and school wield 
practically no power, we are not likely to see 
much of that discipline which makes a people 
strong. There was a time when home autho- 
rity had weight and influence, which it does 
not possess to-day, and the result—it is only 
too plain—is not for the common good.”’ 


UNISON AND HARMONY. 

The value of harmony in music, as distirct 
from its imtrinsic beauty, proceeded Dr. 
Holmes, suggested another thought for the 
mon life.  ‘ Union” and “ re-union,”’ in 
their religions connection, were words with 
which they had heen long familiar, and they 
had lately atta:ned a greater prominence. It 
was one of the most hopeful, signs of their 
religious life that increasing numbers of 
devout warnest people desired and prayed 
for and, As far as they could, worked 
for a closer union among Christians.

“The 
road which led to it was a long road, and 
they who sang upon that road, if they did 
not will to sing in union, might shorten 
the way if they learned to sing in harmony,

the best music of all—in which all who 
would might be proficient. It was the music 
which was made in the joyful soul and sped 
abroad to make life better for those who 
heard it.. “ Against tremendous odds men 
of good-will have been seeking peace with 
eagerness, but we do not yet appear to have 
gained any real accession of joy,’ he sad. 
“The most persistent optimist could hardly 
say that we are just now living in a “joyous 
world; and yet, joy i offered in the New 
Testament as a Christian heritage. so clearly 
as to make us wonder why there is so little 
evidence of its existence.”

Of the making of disarmament plans 
there is no end. During the last few 
months there have been the Hoover plan 
in June, the Simon-Benes resolution in 
July, the French plan last month ; and 
now Sir John Simon, in his speech before 
the Disarmament Bureau in Geneva 
yesterday, has disclosed the main features 
of the latest British plan. Hitherto most 
of these schemes have had one thing in 
common—they have insisted on the neces- 
sity to disarm all nations except those that 
have. proposed them. The German 
Government, however, broke the mono- 
tonous sequence of futile schemes by 
its withdrawal from the Disarmament 
Conference until the Reich’s complete 
equality with the other Powers should 
be recognised. © Britain's new plan, as 
enunciated yesterday by the Foreign 
Secretary, admits the. principle of 
Germany’s full equality, on the grou 'd 
that the Treaty of Versailles envisaged 
the disarmament of the Reich as a pre- 
liminary to a general reduction in fighting 
forces, .and that Germany’s membership 
of the League of Nations entitles her to 
the same treatment as every other 
member-State. Germany, therefore, has 
a right to arm herself to the same « egree 
as any other nation of her size and tradi- 
tions. The admission of this principle 
brings the whole problem of disarmament 
to a head. | 
Sir John Simon’s proposals take full 
cognisance of the altered conditions 
in Europe, and, in so far as any disarma- 
ment plans are of value, they constitute a 
practical basis of discussion. In the first 
place, he proposes that there shall be an 
immediate reduction in all. military Air 
Forces to the British level—Britain 
occupies fifth place in the ‘list of aerial 
Powers—and that thereafter there shall be 
a further reduction of one-third, with the 
net result that no nation would have an 
Air Force greater than two-thirds of: 
Britain’s present establishment. Sir John 
Simon suggests also that there shall be 
substantial reductions in the size of naval 
guns and the tonnage of capital ships. 
Britain is ready to limit the size of all 
cruisers to 7,000 tons and to make the 
six-inch gun the maximum calibre; she 
desires the complete abolition of the sub- 
marine. In respect of land forces, Sir 
John Simon takes the American view that 
all large tanks should be prohibited, 1 
that small tanks, as weapons of defence, 
should be retained. Manifestly, he holds 
that all the other nations should reduce 
their armaments by stages to the German 
level rather than that there should be a 
net addition to Europe’s armed forces by 
an increase in Germany’s forces. 
object of statesmanship, he declares, is 
the maximum quantitative disarmament 
throughout the world, and that high goal 
can, and must, be achieved by gradual 
stages. 

Britain always has taken the lead in 
disarmament. | Furthermore, she is vir- 
tually the only Power that has given any 
proof of her sincerity. She no longer is 
Mistress of the Seas, ‘sharing that honour 
with the United States, whose navy twenty 
years ago was almost negligible. Her 
great Army, which turned the tide of the 
War in the Allies’ favour, has been reduced 
to the size of a police force, and her Air 
Force is smaller than that of Italy.« While 
other mations have been evading the 
obligation to disarm, Britain has been 
throwing her defences away with almost 
reckless haste. France's expenditure on 
her army and navy, on the basis of the 
current Budget, will be. more than. 
11,000,000,000 francs this year—or more 
than 2,000,000,000 francs in excess of her 
expenditure in 1928; the.cost of her Air 
Force will be 2,553,000,000 francs, or 
783,000,000 francs more than her 1929 dis- 
bursement. With the. sole exception of 
Germany, who has had no choice in the 
matter, thr Continental Powers have been 
strengthening themselves steadily, while 
Britain—most. easily vulnerable of them 
all—has been playing fast and loose 
with her own safety. It is very 
noble, but it is equally foolish. If 
a war should break out to-morrow, 
Britain would be helpless; almost any 
European Power, and certainly any com- 
bination of European Powers, could 
dictate terms to her without the firing of 
a single shot. In the event of hostilities 
London could be devastated in twenty-four 
hours. The British people are notoriously . 
‘Jong-suffering, but surely the time has 
come when they should take serious stock 
of a situation which threatens their very 
existence. re i :

made towards the solution of the funda- 
mental problem of all shipbuilding. Ever 
since speed and economy at sea became 
the first essential to lucrative dealings 
in. marine commerce, engineers have 
realised that the value of a ship to her 
owners is governed by the design of her 
hull. Until a few years ago the conduct 
of a ship in different kinds of weather 
could not be foreseen with accuracy. As 
many stories of the sea have demonstrated, 
ships which were as perfect in construc- 
tion as the experience of builders could 
devise have been known to develop 
idiosyncrasies of a kind impossible to 
remedy. - To-day, however, the risk of 
such uneconomic misadventures is reduced 
to a minimum before the keel is laid. 
From the designs of the architect an exact 
model of the embryo hull is prepared in 
wax, and is placed in a long trough of 
water, A travelling carriage, which is 
connected to the model, runs along the 
side of the tank as the wax vessel is. towed 
from end to end, and delicate instru- 
ments. measure precisely the resistance 
of the hull to water. “At the same time 
the horse-power necessary to drive the 
ship at any given gpeed can be calculated. 
In order to counterfeit with accuracy <:.2 
conditions of weather in all the seven seas, 
a number of engineers—with whom the 
landsman will feel the greatest sympathy 
—have ‘made ocean voyages in the 
roughest weather, and have measured the 
height of waves and the velocity of winds, 
The full value of these tanks has not been 


realised until. recently, but already they 


have -improved the resistance to motion 
in ships by some ten per cent., and they 
have reduced the shipowners’ bill for 
fuel by £1,000,000 annually. When the 
period of depression is over and the new 
merchant navy is on the stocks Britain 
will be ready to resume her place as 
carrier of the world's cargoes.

The Duce’s Mercy. 


Signor Mussolini’s followers continue to 
celebrate the tenth anniversary of the 
Fascist triumph. On Wednesday the 
Chamber vf Deputies held a. special 
session, and the Duce’s eloquence rose to 
truly lyrical heights. ‘‘ In this obscure, 
tormented and vacillating world,” he said, 
“safety could come only from the truth 
of Rome, and from Rome it would come.’’ 
Outside Italy one feature, at least, of these: 
rejoicings has caused general satisfaction. 
The Fascist omelette was not made with- 
out much breaking of eggs. Signor 
Mussolini suppressed his domestic 
opponents and critics with a _ ruthless 
hand, sparing neither age nor sex. Many 


Italians of unblemished patriotism—men 


distinguished in politics and letters—were 
sent to Roman prisons or to penal islands, 
and many others were forced into exile. 
Figures which were issued this week give 
the total number of political prisoners as 
1,086. Now nearly 600 of these persons 


will be released ; for the Duce has decided 


to celebrate his tenth anniversary of power 
with a liberal amnesty. Sentences of not 
more than five years will be remitted 
altogether; there will be a remission of 
five years on longer sentences, and con- 
victed persons who have. fled abroad wil] 
receive a chance:to return to*Italy within 
four months. A further act of clemency 
was announced ‘yesterday. The provisions 
whereby seventeen convicted persons had 
forfeited their Italian citizenship, with a 
consequent loss of their property, have 
been repealed in their favour. These men 
include’ some of the most formidable 


opponents of the Fascist movement—such 


as Professor Salvemini, the historian; 
Commendatore Cesare Rossi, Signor Roeco 
and Signor Bauer. Signor Rossi, formerly 
a prominent Fascist, was charged with 
conspiracy and escaped abroad ;. but he 
was lured across the Italo-Swiss frontier. 
and was sent to prison for thirty years. 
He will not be released from prison in 
virtue of the new decree, though he 
benefits by reduction of his sentence under 
the general amnesty. Signor Mussolini's 
mercies may be taken as proof of his con- 


fidence that Fascism has ‘‘ come to stay.”

A Milk Crisis. 


‘A virtually complete stoppage of milk 
supplies to the principal distributors in 
Dublin is threatened, and the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture has been asked 
to intervene. It seems that the Leinster 
Milk Producers’ Association, of Wicklow, 
and the County Dublin Farmers’ Protec- 


‘tion’ Association complain that the dis- 


tributors in Dublin are not paying them 
a sufficiently high price for their milk, as 
their offer is threepence or fourpence. less 
per gallon than it was last winter. Pro- 
ducers, as a whole, it “is asserted, are 
demanding a ‘“‘lightning’’ strike, in 
which event Dublin would be left, if not 
completely without milk, at least in a 
condition of grave embarrassment. We 
are not in a position to discuss the merits 
of the producers’ case; but we are con- 
vinced that a stoppage of milk supplies to 
the City of Dublin in present circum- 
stances would be a crime. The people, in 
all conscience, are suffering sufficiently. 
Economic conditions in the city never were 
worse. Unemployment is reaching alarm. 
ing proportions, and money that normally 
would be devoted to charitable purposes is 
being required for the payment of taxes. 


Since a stoppage of milk supplies would 


add greatly. to the misery-of the poor, it 
must be prevented at all costs. It is high 
time that the whole problem of the dis. 
tribution of foodstuffs of all kinds in the 
Free State should be tackled by the 
Government. Beef that costs eightpence, 
and even less, within thirty miles of the 
city is sold-at one shilling and twopence a 
pound in Dublin. There must be some 
flaw in a system which makes such a dis- 
crepancy possible. |

HE following is the text of the King's 
úa Speech iroroguing Parliament, us read 
by the Lord Chancellor in the House of 
Lords yesterday :— 
My Lorps, ANb MemBpers OF THE House oF 
CoMMONS :— 

The admission of the Kingdom of Iraq to 
membership of the League of Nations as a 
fully independent sovereign State marks the 
successful issue of the policy which my 
Government. and their predecessors have con- 
sistently pursued during the last twelve 
years. 

At the Lausanne Conference, held in the 
summer, the Governments concerned colla- 
borated with success in devising the condi- 
tions of a lasting settlement of the question 
of German Reparations as an essential pre- 
liminary to the economic recovery of the 
world. 

I am deeply gratified at the successful con- 
clusion of the Economic Conference held at 
Ottawa between. representatives of the 
Governments of the different parts of my 
Empire, and I trust that it will add strength 
to the ties between my peoples, and stimulate 
Imperial trade. I have given my assent to 
the measure necessary to give effect in the 
United Kingdom to the recommendations of 
the Conference. 


FREE STATE DIFFICULTY. 

I regret that certain questions which have 
arisen between the United Kingdom and the 
Irish Free State have not yet, despite the 
efforts made, been found capable of adjust- 
ment, 

In accordance with the resolutions approved 
by both your Houses, my Ministers have been 
investigating the many difficult questions in- 
volved in the revision of the Indian Constitu- 
tion, and they have removed a serious barrier 
to progress by issuing a declaration on the 
subject of «cOmmunal ’ representation.

Mr. Norman Davis, the United States 
representative, said that the Conference 
had sat for ten months, during which the 
economic crisis had become increasingly 
serious. Certain countries had actually in- 
creased their armaments. His delegation 
would continue, however, to work at 
Geneva so long as any hope of success re- 
mained

The problem is of such importance, that 
Mr. Roosevelt, the President-elect, tele- 
phoned this morning to ‘President Hoover 
to say that he would arrive here on Tues- 
day afternoon, and would proceed imme- 
diately to the White House to discuss the 
situation with him. 

Much depends on this interview, for 
President Hoover has already made it 
clear that, unless the President-elect 
himself makes other ‘proposals, the pre- 
sent debt terms will not be disturbed nor 
any plan be recommended to Congress on 
the part of the present Administration. 

Mr. M. C. Reynolds, who is destined to 
be the chairman of the House of Repre- 
sentatives’ Foreign Affairs’ Committee, 
which must approve any proposal involv- 
ing War debts, stated to-day that Con- 
gress would not approve any further 
changes in the present. agreement. 

A reason given by members of Congress 
for their opposition to a moratorium. of 
the Allied debts is their fear that such 
action in the international field would be 
seized upon as a precedent by embarrassed 
American debtors, such as farmers and 
small bankers, to demand similar adjust- 
ment for their own obligations. 

Sterling in New York fell 2 to 3 cents 
to 3.28%, which was near the year’s 
Jowest level, following reports from 
Washington that an extension of the war 
debt moratorium was doubtful. Other 
European currencies also sagged.

Mr. O’Kelly repeated his statement of 
the evening before that one hour would 
be allowed for the conclusion of the 
debate. It: speedily became apparent,

MR. COSGRAVE BECOMES 
RESTIVE. 

The Government benches did not 
attempt to make any unfair use of the 
situation thus created, and said what they 
had to say in half an hour. Mr. Murphy, 
of the Labour Party, only occupied the 
attention of the House for another five 
minutes or so, and then Mr. O'Hanlon, 
one of the Farmers’ representatives, rose 
to his feet.

Le 
paying six million potinds a year instead 
of the four millions for which they. had 
bargained. His motion, he concluded, was 
the best way of doing the honest thing for 
people who had lost their only market, 
and he sat down with the hands of the 
clock pointing to “ full time.”

NUMEROUS APPEALS 


FROM ASSESSMENT. 
á ——€——s— 
From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


RE collapse in agricultural prices is 
having such serious effects upon the 
income of the farming community that a 
notable number of appeals have been 
, both in Great Britain and the Free 
State, against the Revenue assessments ou 
farming profits. 
assessments, which are normally 
based on the Poor Law valuations or 
rents of farms, are subject to review at the 
end of the financial year if the farmer is 
able to show that his actual profits are less 
than the conventional assessments made 
upon him. Pending the production of this 
evidence, however, the farmer is expected 
to pay his tax liability and to obtain his 
adjustment by way of repayment. In the 
resent economic crisis in the agricultura! 
industry farmers are quite unable to meet 
the tax demand upon their farms, with the 
result that the revenue of both countries 
is bound to suffer heavily in the current 
financial year. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S PLAN. 


In the Free State the position, from a 
revenue standpoint, tends to become more 
complicated by reason of the Government’s 
plan to remit portion of the land 
annuities. These annuities normally form 
the basis of assessing the profits of Free 
State: farmers. Further, about 85 per 
cent. of a land annuity is deductable from 
the assessment on the income alleged to be 
derived from the ownership of land 
(measured by reference to the Poor Law 
valuation). If an annuity, therefore, is 
substantially reduced, the farmer’s liability 
to income tax under Schedule A (owner- 
ship profits) will be increased, whilst, of 
course, his assessment under Schedule B 
(profits) will be diminished. If there are 
no profits, the profits assessment will «:s- 
appear, but the ownership assessment wil! 
remain in the increased amount unless it 
can be reduced by a set-off of farming 


On the whole, therefore, a reduction in 
the annuities may not have any materia! 
elect upon the income tax receipts from 
assessments on land held subject to the 
payment of land annuities. This aspect 
of the land annuity problem is, no doubt, 
one which the Government will investigate 
closely in connection with its proposal to 
introduce legislation anent the partial 
remission of the: annuities.

A BRITISH POLICY. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
At Geneva yesterday Sir John Simon 
amplified the outline of British disarma- 
ment policy which he had given in the 
House of Commons a week ago. He 
described in close detail the manner in 
which that policy may be carried out. 
and indicated the objectives which, in 
the opinion of His Majesty’s Government, 
are immediately attainable, and the 
ultimate goal, which might be described 
as equalised disarmament for all nations. 
The speech was delivered in the morning, 
and by yesterday evening it was apparent 
that it had been received, on the whole, 
very favourably by the critical inter- 
national audience of Geneva, which by 
now must be surfeited with plans. The 
Foreign Secretary justifiably claimed that 
he was not expounding another plan. His 
speech was a plain statement of policy ; 
and that policy is mainly directed at the 
present moment to the immediate issue 
of getting Germany on to a footing of 
ogee ty with other nations in the dis- 
cussion of a problem which cannot 
rags be settled without her participa- 
tion. In order to secure German attend- 
ance without awaiting the outcome of long 
discussions on a wide assortment of issues, 
the British Government pro , as had 
previously been announced in the House 
of Commons, that the disarmament clauses 
of the Treaty of Versailles shall be entirely 
superseded by the Convention which the 
present Conference is to frame, and that 
thenceforth limitations shall be  self- 
imposed by Germany, in the same manner 
as will be applied to all other nations,

that they concentrate upon the immediate 
condition of successful advance, which is 
to give Germany no excuse for remaining 
away from the Conference.

ALLEGED FORGERY 
OF RECEIPTS. 


URING 4Ahe resumed hearing in the 
1) Dublin District Court yesterday of 
charges against two people of having 
forged receipts issued by the Insh Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd., Dublin, Joseph Nolan, one of 
the accused, collapsed in court. His wife 
and his niece, Miss Beatrice Simmonds, who 
is charged with Nolan, burst out crying, and 
rushed to his side, while Dr. de Burgh Daly, an 
official of the Hospitals’ Trust, who was in 
court, gave the man medical attention. He 
was later removed to hospital, and the Court 
adjourned until this morning. 

Nolan, who was formerly of the Egerton 
Arms, Salford, Manchester, collapsed as Cap- 
tain Quirke, the handwriting expert, was 
giving evidence. He was made more com- 
fortable on the floor of the court, and later 
was taken on a stretcher into the open before 
being taken to hospital. 

Nolan, who is described as a victualler, 
and Miss Simmonds, whose address is given 
as the Egerton Arms, Salford, are charged 
with forging certain documents, with 
fraudulent. conversion and conspiracy. 

Mr. T, A, Clarke (from the Chief State 
Solicitor’s office) prosecuted, while Mr. E. H. 
Burne, solicitor (Messrs, Gerald Byrne and 
Co.), defended. 


PRINTING IN COLOUR. 

James Neary, a printer, of Blackley, 
Manchester, again was put in the witness 
box. He said that he knew Nolan, and did 
some printing for him on the machine which 
Sergeant Wyer had produced in court. 
_-The witness then gave evidence of bring- 
ing the machine to the Egerton Arms Hotel, 
where some of the printing of alleged sweep- 
stake receipts was done by his. He 
identified sofie pieces of paper bearing colour 
printing which were handed to him, and 
also identified some photographic prints used 
% produce receipts. The witness then gaye 
details of visits to him by Nolan, who, he 
said, brought “‘copy’’ for the printing of 
receipts, ' 

The witness also deposed to setting up type 
to represent the printing ofa rubber stamp 
used by the Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defending 
Nolan, asked—Did you appreciate that the 
story you have just told is serious for every- 
one concerned? 

Neary—I do. 

Mr. Burne—And that you may be im- 
prisoned? 

Neary—That may be so. 

Neary, continuing, disclosed that the num- 
bering and cutting of the papers printed by 
him were done at his workshop at Bancroft 
place, Manchester. | 

Mr. Burne—Did you know that you were 
experimenting with that printing machine 
for the purpose of forging receipts? 

Neary answered that he did not know. 

Mr. Clarke, prosecuting, here produced in 
Court receipts which, he said, were forgeries 
of the receipts sent. out by the. Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd., for money sent in by sweepstake 
subscribers. | 

One receipt handed to Neary was said by 
the witness to be similar to a batch of 5,000 
such receipts which he had printed for Nolan. 

The Justice (to Neary)—What did you .do 
with the receipts as you printed them?—1 
gave them to Mr. Nolan. 


A ROTO-PRINT MACHINE.

THE REV, CANON JOHN 
. PIM

The death took place yesterday at the 
residence of his sister, Easton Lodge, Monks- 
town, County Dublin, ‘of the Rev, Canon 
John Pim, who for the past year had been 
in failing health, 

He succeeded the late Dr. Paterson, Smyth 
as rector of Christ Church, Kingstown, some 
years ago, and held that position up to the 
time of hig resignation owing to ill-health, 
about nine months ago. He was also Canon 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, and 
relinquished this position at the same time.

HINT that drastic measures to deal 
A with the law affecting sweepsiakes 

and gambling may be proposed by 
the Royal Commission on Lotteries and 
Betting. was given by the Chairman, Sir 
Sidney Rowlatt, at yesterday 's sitting in 
London. 

Sir William. Davidson, M.P., giving evi- 
dence, suggested that the Commission should 
Fees an interim report dealing with 
olteries and sweepstakes, so that action could 
be taken at once to legalise some form of 
control of those activities. 


THE STATE OF THE LAW. 

The Chairman asked Sir William if he 
thought there was any likelihood of the 
matter being dealt with in that piecemeal 
way. 

Sir William said that he thought action 
might be taken in.the way he suggested. 

The Chairman—Have ‘you considered 
whether the general state of the law as 
regards lotteries and gambling does not want 
sweeping away and re-enacting in a codified 
form ?—I think it would be a good thing. 
That. would be a very big task, and it would 
be perfectly simple to deal with the problem 
of lotteries and sweepstakes. 

A group of M.P.’s, he said, of which he | 
was the chairman, considered that lotteries | 
and sweepstakes were quite distinct from 
such questions as street betting, the 
the totalisator, and so forth. 


IRISH SWEEPSTAKES, 

Owing to recent events in Ireland, he 
continued, the British public were less 
anxious to send their subscriptions to that 
country, seeing that a percentage was to be 
taken for the. benefit of the Free State 
Government, who declined to pay their debts 
to Great Britain. Schemes were on foot for 
starting lotteries in Monte Carlo, the Isle 
of Man, and elsewhere, and it was desirable 
that a decision should be announced before 
any final steps were taken to constitute 
abroad any such lotteries, 

Afterwards Sir William said that he had 
not taken any tickets in the Irish sweepstake 
since the Irish Free State took part of the 
proceeds. He would be very glad to take 
some tickets in another sweepstake. 

Sir William suggested that sweepstakes 
would help to relieve the monotony of the 
lives of many thousands of people. 


GALES IN THE 


ATLANTIC, 


AMERICAN LINER 27 HOURS 
LATE AT QUEENSTOWN, 


From Our CorRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Thursday. 

The United States liner President | 
Roosevelt arrived in Cork Harbour at 
one o'clock this afternoon, being thus 27 
hours behind schedule,

PASSPORTS TO VISIT 


RUSSIA. 


N the Dail yesterday, 
| Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (Vice-President) 

replying to Mr. P. MecGilligan (C, na nG., 
National University) said that the four de- 
spatches between the ‘rish Freet State and 
British Governments promised in the reply 
of the President on October 27. 1932, would 
be presented to the O:reachtas towards the 
end of next week. 

Replying to Mr. D. Morrissey (Ind. Lab., 
Tipperary), Mr. O’KELLY said that passports 
to visit Russia were issued on October 2 to 
Patrick Kelly, of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, and John Sunderland, of 
the Workers’ Union of Ireland.

He was aware that the 
purpose of the visit was to attend the 
celebrations of the fifteenth anniversary of 
the Russian Revolution. Refusal to grant 
a passport did not prevent tg me going to 
Russia, and it et probably increase any 
feeling of sympathy for Communism which 
might exist. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) asked the 
Minister if he was aware that those people 
had no power to speak for, nor did they in 
any way represent, the trade unions in Ire- 
land.
